We venture to say that the vast 
majority of the publicity stories 
received by weekly editors are 
dropped immediately into the 
wastebasket. 

We know of editors who gather 
great handfulls of unopened let- 
ters and dump them into the waste 
basket. 

Even Michigan State College 


"with its giant publicity machine 


doesn’t seem to understand how 
weekly editors want or have to 
operate. 

Only 10 to 15 percent of the 
college’s annual output of news- 
paper releases are usable in this 
office; and we are sure the per- 
centage would not run higher at 
any northern Michigan newspa- 
per office. 

It seems that more and more 
the college’s department of Agri- 
cultural information grinds out 
newspaper releases to boast what 
is going on at Michigan State col- 
lege rather than hand out definite 
information on how farmers can 
farm better right now. 

' The name “Michigan State Col 
lege” appeared 18 times on three 
pages of new stories. 

. Many of the so called “press 
offices” around the country 


would get more space in newspa- 
pers if they would mail out news, 


stories that directly affect the 
readers of the papers their stories 
reach, 

There’s a difference between. 
real news stories, publicity re- 
leases and straight advertising. 


Editors want real news stories | 


that are worth leaving out local 
news to print—advertising sprin- 
kled through news releases finds 
a quick route to the wastebasket.

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"THANKSGIVING 
SERMONETT 


Very Rev. Joseph J. Malinowski 


“Blessed be the Lord, for He hath heard the voice of my supplica- 


tions.”—Ps. XXVII-6. 


Every man owes God love, thanksgiving, worship. “Who hath de- 


livered us from the power of darkness, and hath translated us into 
the kingdom of the gon of his love.” Col. [-12-18. He created us out 
of nothing for His own honor and glory, He endowed us with an im- 
mortal soul made to His own image and likeness, He destined us for 
heaven, He sent His Only Begotten Son to die on. the rugged cross, to 
open heaven, to restore our ancient heritage. All that we have, all 
that we can hope for in time or eternity, comes from His benign good- 
ness. Whatever light tempers the gloom of this vale of tears, comes 


from Him; whatever anguish pierces our hearts, is due to our neglect 
of His commands. In times of woe or lamentation we beseech His 

race and protection: “Jesus, Master, have mercy on us!” Luke 
XVIII-13. Like the cleansed lepers, we are ungrateful and forgetful 
of His kindness, one poor alien returning and failing on his face in 
token .of gratitude. Yet all His children.are solemnly bound to love 
Him, to serve Him, to adore Him: “Therefore I will give thanks and 
praise Thee, and bless the name of the Lord.” Ecels. LI-17. : 

: All nations, all peoples profess belief in the existence of a Primary 
Cause, a Supreme Ruler; no tribe so degraded as to deny this truth 
has been found, although ignorance of his true nature and attributes 
has led them astray, obscuring and corrupting the pristine tenets. N or 
is it true, as some modern atheists assert, that belief in the Divinity 
arose from. Man’s fear or simplicity, unable to understand natural phe- 
nomena, attributing to the commonplaces of nature secret powers 
which must be propitiated in order to escape their malevolent wrath. 
This weakness of the race is only another link in the chain of evidence 
proving the necessity of Divine Revelation and the infinite charity of 
God in instructing His people. The traditions of the ancients admits 
a golden age, when man enjoyed a familiar intercourse with the Cre- 
ator, interrupted by the fall of their first representative, worshipping 
One God until he departed from the original-revelations and fell into 
idolatry, honoring infidelity, theft, violenece, lust, raising altars, of- 
fering divine worship to Jupiter, Mercury, Venus and Mars, the pat- 
rons of those vices. The most civilized, the most cultured, nations of 
antiquity, Chaldea, Egypt, Greece, Rome, worshipped the most degra- 
ding idols. The children of this world were wiser in their generation 
that the children of light: “and changed the glory of the incorrupti- 
ble God into the likeness of the image of corruptible man, and of birds 
and four-footed beasts and of creeping things.” 

From the very twilight of antiquity, then, all peoples have adored 
some deity, honoring him, thanking him, supplicating him. Sacrifice 
was the favorite method of propitiating him, especially in times: of 
war, pestilence or famine, some offering up human victims, a per- 
version of the,ancient custom. Holy Scripture enumerates the offer- 
ings of Adam; Abel, Seth, Noe, Abraham and Melchisedech, while pro- 
fane history relates that. Greece and Rome, Carthage and Egypt, 
lighted sacrificial pyres and offered divine homage to the manifold 
deities they worshipped. The Lord’s covenant with Abraham His re- 
velations to Moses, commanded the Chosen People to honor the Most 
High, and in the desert, in the wilderness, in the temple, the choicest 


fruits of the earth, the fairest lambs of the flock, were offered to Je- |. 


hovah. When the long-promised Redeemer came, He gave his devotees 
the highest, the holiest sacrifice,, the Holy Mass. From the primitive 
Eden until. our days, mankind has offered tributes of adoration, 
praise, thanksgiving, to the Creator of all things. 

Nations, like individuals, transgress against the ordinances of the 
Lord, bringing down wrath upon them and their inhabitants. In the 
infancy of the race, the flourishing and prosperous cities of the plains 
indulged in unnatural and sinful excesses so that “the Lord rained 
down on Sodom and Gomorrha brimstone and fire from the Lord out 
of heaven. And he destroyed these cities and all the country about, 
all the inhabitants of the cities, and all things that spring from the 
earth.”’ Gen. XXX-24-25. Centuries later imperial Babylon, the Queen 
City of the East, a synonym for corruption, degradation, uncleanness, 
read the fatal hand-writing on the wall: “God has numbered thy king- 
dom, and hath finished it; thou art weighed in the balance and art 
found wanting; thy kingdom is divided and given to the Medes and 
-Persians.”’.Dan. V-25-28. That same night, the Chaldean monarch was 
slain and darius, the Mede ruled in his-stead. The ancient common- 
wealth of Judea, founded by the Lord Himself, wavered in its alle- 
giance to Jehova, slew the promised Messiah, spurned His doctrines. 
The Eagles of pagan Rome were planted on the loftieset pinnacles of 
the mighty temple, her proud sons and daughters reduced to servitude, 
and. scattered as exiles and wanderers on the face of the earth. The 
sands of time are strewn with the wrecks of nations, once great and 
powerful, now almost forgotten. Historians ascribe their fall to var- 
ious natural causes. But studying their rise, ‘growth, decline and ruin 
from a spiritual view point, we invariably find they strayed from the 
‘Straight and narrow path, rejected the doctrines of the Master, prac- 
ticed illicit. customs, and the anger of the Living God sent. famine, pes- 
tilence, war, to obseure their glory, to reduce their prowess, to ruin 
their fondest hopes. . 

The Pilgrims fled from England to Holland and then came to Ply- 
mouth to preserve their nationality and their religion, not as some 
assert, to establish civil and religious freedom for all, but to found a 
refuge for themselves and all who professed the same theological 
principles. Church membership was an indisper sable requisite for en- 
joying the franchise and holding office..They were intensely religious, 
supplicating the Lord of Hosts. to grant them victory over their ene- 
mies. The first winter in their new home was a period of. desolation, 
cold, hunger, exposure, Indian treachery, decimating the little band 
until half the settlers perished. Spring came bringing high hopes,. the 
‘weather was pleasant, the crops abundant, shelter provided for all, 
peace assured through the friendly chieftain, When autumn arrived, 
true to their religious fervor the governor ordained a day of feasting 
and thanksgiving, services were held, hymns sung, prayer offered to 
the Lord. : ae 

Since that crisp. November day (1621) when the remnant of the 
Pilgrims listened to a sermon of praise and joined in prayers to God 
for his tender mercies, when Standish and his trained band drilled so 
efficiently, when whites and aborigines indulged in native sports, when 
hospitality and good cheer were dispensed to all, Thanksgiving. has 
been an American holiday. The sons and grandsons of that hardy band 
emulated their example and each year prayers of thankfulness as- 
cended to the throne of the Creator. Whén' the struggle for freedom 


was ended and the colonies took their place amongst the nations of |:

School Finances 


‘There are two main sources of 
school revenues: 

(a) Money collected locally. 

(b) Money collected by the 
state and returned to the district. 

Money collected locally is made 
up of current taxes, delinquent 
taxes, tuition for-non-resident stu- 
dents, and rental fees on text 
books. Money returned to us by 
the state is listed under State Pri-. 
mary Interest Fund, State Aid, 
State Sales Tax,. Transportation, 
Rural Agricultural Aid and Voca- 
tional Aid, 

The amount of taxes a district 
receives is determined by the 
eounty Tax Allocation Board. In 
Charlevoix County the rate is set 
at 5 mills, Tuition for non- resi- 
dent students is collected directly 
from the primary school districts 
according: to .a definite formula 
furnished by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction. Text 
books are rented to students at 
approximately 25% of the origi- 
nal cost. The average life. of a 
book is 8.to 4 years. State Prima- 
ry Interest Fund, State Aid and 
State Sales Tax, plus 2 mills of 
local taxes all combined guaran- 


cial State Appropriation to en- 
courage consolidation, In the case 
of the. East Jordan School Dis- 


‘| trict; it amounts to about $1,700 


per year.

Buses are purchased by the lo-

About 80%‘ of the salary 
of the Home Economics teacher 
and about 40% of the salary of 
the teacher of Agriculture are re- 
imbursable. — ;

Payments 
For Cattle 
Disease Cut 


Federal and = state indemity 
payments for northern Michigan 
cattle infected with Bang’s di- 
sease have been cut sharply, 
points out Ed Rebman, Charle- 
voix county agricultural agent. 


The federal payment has been 
reduced from $25 to $18 for re- 
gistered cattle and from $12.50 
to $9 for grade cattle, notes Don- 
ald L. Murray, Michigan State 
College Extension Dairyman. 
State law specifies that state 
funds for Bang’s indemnity can- 
not exceed federal allowances — 
and so the matching state indem- 
nity payments arc cut the same 
amount. 

This makes an over-all cut on 
registered cattle from $50 to $36 
and on grade cattle from $25 to 
$18, explains Murray. 

Indemnities are paid in the 
counties considered to be in the 
[test and slaughter area, adds Mur- 
ray, or north of highway US-10 


‘|from Bay. to Mason counties and 


including Newaygo County. 

In the test and slaughter area, 
a vaccination program is not car- 
ried out; if individual owners are 
vaccinating their herds, it must 
be reported to the state veterin- 
arian. 

The Bang’s disease control pro- 
gram for the northern counties 
consists of area blood tests period- 
ically and ring tests about every 
eights months, Murray reports.
